MANAHAWKIN, N. J., May 25.—

The victims were not immediately 
identified. Their bodies were found in

600 Persons Arrested. 

Arrests of amore than 600 persons, 
drastic curfew regulations in almost 
every important city in Palestine, 
practical martial law on the roads of 
central and southern Palestine have 
also failed to curb the marauders. 

Every effort of the government to 
break up the general strike, called in 
protest against Jewish immigration 
and sale of land to Jews, has ended 
in failure. Damage to property is 
mounting into millions of dollars, 

Bombings of Jewish places of busi- 
ness, government property such as 
police stations and bridges; arson, up- 
rooting of trees and the continual 
cutting of telephone and _ telegraph 
wires have kept the Holy Land in a 
state of terror. 

Veterans of previous disorders point 
out the essential differences between 
the present situation and that, for ex- 
ample, in 1929, when more ahan 100 
Jews were slain.

Three-Month Watch Ends | 
as Cash Is Apportioned 
to Banks Over Georgia. 


Georgia’s national guardsmen yes- 
terday ended their three-month watch 


over the state treasury. On orders 
from Adjutant General Lindley W. 
Camp, the civilian clad detail guard- 
ing the state’s cash in the treasury 
vault since the ouster of George B. 
Hamilton as state treasurer ended 
its tour of duty at 3:30 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The troopers have been on duty 24 
hours a day, working in eight-hour 
shifts. 

Meanwhile the treasurer, J. B. Dan- 
iel, announced that state bonds, other 
securities, with the exception of about 
$1,000,000 worth of bonds, as well as 
the cash, have been removed to de- 
positories over the state. 

No Trouble Experienced. 

In announcing the removal of the 
detail, Adjutant General Camp called 
attention to the fact that there has 
not been the slightest trouble around 
the treasury during the time the men 
were on duty. In his order relieving 
the detail, General Camp said: 

“The money and valuable securi- 
ties having been removed from the 
treasury vault, the treasury guard 
will be relieved at 3:30 p. m. effec- 
tive this date. 

“For the commander in chief and 
myself, it is desired to express our 
appreciation to you and the men of 
your command for the efficient, pains- 
taking and ever-alert manner in which 
they have handled this detail.”

In the bar- 
racks inside the stockade, the regular 
working prisoners of the chain gang— 
the bank robbers and various other 
experienced criminals — have been 
sleeping at night, while the unexpected 
mob of Jehovah’s Witnesses has been 
finding soft spots on the earth out- 


oors, 

At night, they spread newspapers 
on the ground and etretched out. The 
other prisoners, beneficiaries of the 
first come, first served plan, were in 
bunks indoors. 

Laughed at Complaints. 

“They laughed when our friends 
complained of such treatment,” said 
one of Jehovah’s Witnesses in Atlanta 
yesterday. They told them to put 
their faith in Jehovah and he would 
‘warm them with the soft light from 
the stars.” 

Two or three days ago, it was said, 
52 blankets were distributed to the 
76 members of the religious sect. They 
have been passing them around from 
one to the other since, the hardier 
members of the group relying on the 
crisp comfort of old newspapers.

Arrested May 15. 

Saturday, May 15, approximately

“Who is that man sitting over 
there?” He pointed to R. Dawson, 
one of the prisoners, who was selected 
to act in this test case. Terrell @x- 
plained thie. 

“Who brought him up here?” asked 
the judge.

Another defeat for the government 
was recorded in a 6-to-3 ruling that 
the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Rail- 
way Company had not violated the in- 
terstate commerce act by carrying 
products of other United States Steel 
subsidiaries. 

Justices Stone, Brandeis and Car- 
dezo contended the railway came un- 
der the influence of the corporation. 
The case was filed in 1930. 

The government won its conten- 
tion that it was entitled to priority 
over Florida creditors in payment of 
claims against an insolvent surety 
company from a $75,000 deposit re- 
quired for doing business in that 
state, 

It also was victorious in its at- 
tempt to keep from paying $48,089 
as its share to cover losses as the 
result of fire on the army transport 
Logan in 1918. The court said the 
suit was barred because the Atlantic 
Mutual Insurance Company had wait- 
ed too long to file it. 

Insuranco Law Decision. 


After finishing with the opinions, 
the court agreed to pass on the con- 
stitutionality of the New York unem- 
ployment insurance law, which con- 
tains some New Deal principles. It 
will be decided next fall. — 

In the bankruptcy decision, Jus- 
tice Roberts joined four men on the 
high bench generally labeled as con- 
servatives to compose a majority. By 
siding sometimes with the conserva- 
tive; and at other times with the lib- 
erals, Roberts freqeuntly holds the 
balance of power. 

They reversed a ruling by the fifth 
circuit court of appeals upholding the 
legislation. ‘The law was challenged 
by certain bondholders of the Cameron 
county, ‘Texas, water improvement 
district number 1. ‘They contended 
they were offered under a reorganiza- 
tion plan, only 49.8 per cent of the 
face value of their bonds. _ 

Introduced by Representative Wil- 
cox, democrat, Florida, the act re- 
cently had been extended by congress 
until 1940. 

Legality Challenged. , 

The constitutionality of the law was 
challenged during its course through 
congress, with a minority report of 
the senate judiciary committee declar- 
ing that it was both invalid and that 
the “policy of enacting such legisla- 
tion is ill-advised.” 

McReynold’s opinion, after assert- 
ing that the court had steadfastly ad- 
hered to the doctrine that the taxing 
power of congress does not extend to 
the states or their political subdivi- 
sions, said: 

“The same basic reasoning which 
leads to that conclusion, we think re- 
quires like limitations upon the power 
which springs from the bankruptcy 
clause.” 

To this the minority replied: 

“Sufficient reasons do not appear 
for excluding political subdivisions 
fro mthe bankruptcy jurisdiction if 
the jurisdiction is so exerted as to 
maintain an equilibrium between state 
and national power... . 

“To hold that the purpose of the 
act must be thwarted by the court be- 
cause of a supposed affront to the 
dignity of a state, though the state 
disclaims the affront and is doing all 
it can to keep the law alive, is to 
make dignity a doubtful blessing.” 

Refused to Interfere. 

At the end of a busy session, the 
justices refused to interfere with a 
ruling by the second circuit court of 
appeal at New York denying an in- 
j joi against turning over to the 
government $1,250,000 gold held in this 
country by a Swiss corporation. The 
foreign concern should not apply to it. 

Testimony in the Kansas City 
stockyards case was taken by an exam- 
iner and the arguments were made be- 
fore Rexford G. Tugwell, then assist- 
ant secretary and now undersecretary 
of agriculture. 

In his opinion, Chief Justice 
Hughes said: 

“If the one who determined the 
facts which underlie the order had 
not considered evidence or argument, 
it is manifest that the hearing (re- 
quired by law) has not been given.”

Furnish Power Only. 
The TVA charges that their lines 
were built after appeals had been 
made by the Catoosa County Farmers’ 
Co-operative Association. The TVA 
plan, according to Fitts’ argument, is 
to turn over the lines to the North 
Georgia Electric Membership Associa- 
tion and have them sell the power to 
the individual rural customers and the 
municipalities of north Georgia later 
on. The TVA then will merely furnish 
the power to the association. 
Dalton, Ga., has made a bid for 
TVA electricity as soon as its short- 
term contract with the Georgia Pow- 
er Company has ended, it was re- 
vealed. 
Fitts contended that farmers of the 
Catoosa county area had not been able 
to get power from the Georgia Power 
Company. 

Power Lines Cross. 

Power company attorneys argued 
that the Georgia Power Company has 
been in Catoosa county since 1926 and 
the TVA, in building its lines, had 
selected some isolated spots where 
power company construction had not 
been completed. At one point, TVA 
lines cross power company lines and 
the power company a week ago lost/a 
fight to enjoin the TVA from crossing 
privately-owned lines of the power 
company. 

It developed in Fitts’ argument yes- 
terday that the TVA feels it has the 
right to erect’ poles and wires along 
public roads in Georgia and the power 
company has no right to protest. 

The argument will continue before 
Judge Sibley at 10 o'clock this 
morning.

THE JEWISH DIETARY LAWS. 

The Talmudic law emphasizes the 
principle of kindness to animals, It 
forbids cruelty and prohibits the hunt- 
ing and killing of wild animals and 
birds for sport. 

Following out this principle, defi- 
nite laws of slaughtering animals for 
food are laid down, setting forth in 
detail just how the slaughtering may 
be done in order to cause the animal 
the least possible pain. 

The killing of cattle, beasts or fowl 
for food is considered a religous act 
and may be done only by a person 
especially trained and licensed to fol- 
low that profession. He is called a 
“schochet” and must be a devout Jew 
of high moral character. thoroughly 


versed in all the hygienic laws and 
'the various regulations for the lawful 


killing of animals laid down in the 
Talmud. 

He must pass a very strict exami- 
nation in the various details of kill- 
ing and post-mortem findings . 

Any animal, which, on post-mortem 
examination. discloses the slightest 
trace of tuberculosis, pneumonia, & 
cavity in the lung or even a slight ad- 
hesion of the pleura. is ‘declared 
(The pleura is a 
delicate membrance folded back over 
the surface of the lung, which, if in- 


| flamed, causes pleurisy with its at- 


tendant fever, pain and difficult res- 
piration.) 

Any wound, fracture or trace of ill- 
ness in an animal renders it “tre- 
pha” or unfit according to the Jewish 
dietary laws.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


NUTRITIONAL ANEMIA. 

In the great majority of instances 
weakness of the blood, “blood turn- 
ing to water,” anemia, the condition 
is merely symptomatic or secondary, 
that is, it is incidental to some under- 
lying disease such as incipient tuber- 
culosis or nephritis or syphilis; or an 
effect of some prolonged or frequent 


slight bleeding as in some cases of 
duodenal ulcer, internal hemorrhoids, 
menorrhagia ; or due to chronic poison- 
ing with such drugs as acetanilide 
(the “kick” in many nostrums) or 
salts, calomel or castor oil. (Castor 
oil usually causes blood corpuscles 
to appear in the evacuations, showing 
that it produces minute internal hem- 
orrhages. ) 

_ The treatment of everyday anemia 
is positively not a matter of taking 
iron. To take iron for stich anemia is 
as sensible as it would be to carry 
water in a sieve. The specific cause of 
the loss or destruction of blood must 
be found and remedied. . 

That* anemia is attributable to lack 
of iron is more debatable today than 
ever before. ‘hat certain types uf 
anemia, notably hypochromic anemia 
(prevalent today) and chlorosis (the 
green sickness, prevalent 50 years ago 
but practically unknown wee? are 
due to some fault in the assimilation 
of iron or its absorption from 
stomach or intestine, seems more and 
more probable. 

An infant or invalid réstricted to 
milk diet may get insufficient iron for 
the body’s requirements. A prisoner 
kept on monotonous fare for months 
and years may get insufficient iron. 
But you and I would find it rather 
difficult to choose a diet which does 
not furnish plenty of iron—that is, 
provided we are not faddists or cul- 
tists or followers of some queer theory. 

In any case of anemia, whether of 
the incidental secondary type or the 
essential primary type, it is futile, in 
my opinion, to give iron in any form 
in the quantity formerly deemed cor- 
rect dose. That is, a few grains of 
iron, organic or inorganic, in powder, 
tablet, pill, liquid or hypodermic in- 
jection, can have no remedial effect. 
I believé the iron naturally present in 
numerous foods is most readily as- 
similated into the blood, and we must 
not forget that the daily requirements 
of the body are met by approximately 
one-fourth of a grain of iron. The 
prompt benefit from comparatively 
huge doses of iron—perhaps the 
equivalent of a teaspoonful of iron 
daily—in cases of hypochromic ane- 
mia is consistently explained on the 
older assumption that the iron com- 
bines with and neutralizes sulphur 
compounds in the alimentary canal 
which interfere with absorption of 
the food iron. It is even more consist- 
ently explained. I think, on the newer 
assumption that the patient's taste or 
appetite or desire for natural foods is 
increased or her care to select such 
foods is greater under medica! advice, 
and consequently the patiént’s vita- 
min intake is increased. (Hypochro- 
mic anemia is at least ten’ times as 
frequent in women as in men—I have 
no idea why.) 

In short I believe the chief cause 
of primary hypochromic or nutritional 
anemia is prolonged moderate vitamin 
deficiency, particularly vitamins B, G, 
C and D, and hence that an optimal 
vitamin ration to supplement the diet 
is essential for successful treatment, 
whether iron is given or not.

As a matter of fact, that would be 
the simplest thing to do. Turning down 
a part always stirs up a fight with 
studio executives. And those things 
are no fun. That we are willing to face 
auch battles should prove. that our in- 
tereat extends far beyond the salary 
checks we receive. 

Of course, we value the money earn- 
ed. To many of us it’s more than we 
ever dreamed existed. But it isn't 
everything, and certainly is no reason 
why we shouldn’t exercise some judg- 
ment in shaping our Careers. — 

Nobody, regardless of his walk in 
life, wants to kick over the traces of 
a pfomising career. That includes 
movie actors. So we naturally don't 
want to play roles we feel will be 
harmful to our future success, That 
success is wholly dependent upon the 
quality of our performances. And it's 
impossible to play a part well when 
you know in your heart that you are 
unsuited for the character you are por- 
traving. ; 

So you see there always are two 
sides to a controversy between a studio 
and a player. . —i-" ' 

Personally, I never. have walked out 
of any role, although there have been 
times when I wanted to so badly that 
nothing else seemed to matter. I had 
that feeling when I started my last 
picture, ¢ Moon's Our Home.” I 
can’t explain the réason now, but I 
was positive I never had been so mis- 
cast in my life: As a result I was 
miserable—and certain the pictare 
would be bad. It seemed. to me. that 
the only thing to do -was-get out. of 
it. So I asked for a release from, my 
contract.

But he 
didn’t order me to go through with it, 
as is so often done in other studios.

So, please don’t judge actors too 
harshly when you read in the future 
that they have refused to play certain 
roles.

asmuch as the youth showed many 

evidences of aristocratic lineage. 
Child Nobili 


ty. 

He was evidently a child of noble 
blood whom some powerful personage 
had hidden away because his presence 
in his rightful station would have in- 
terfered with that person's reputation 
or ambition. He had evidently lan- 
guished from infancy amid absolute 
darkness and silence, suffering im- 
prisonment even more cruel than that 
of the celebrated Man of the Iron 
Mask. It was difficult to imagine 
any one so diabolically cruel as to 
deprive this child not only of light 
and sound, but of the power to walk. 

One surprising discovery was made. 
At the sight of a pencil the speech- 
less youth took it up and forthwith 
wrote “Kaspar Hauser” evidently a 
name given to him to disguise his 
real identity. He was unable to write 
anything else or to pronounce what 
he had written. 

Educated. 

In Nuremberg dwelt a kindly eav- 
ant, Professor G. F. Daumer, who be- 
came interested in the mysterious 
youth, and took him to his home, hop- 
ing to develop his retarded mentality. 
With surprising rapidity Kaspar 
thereupon learned not only to walk 
and talk, but to read-and write. With- 
in a few months he was able to fre- 
late so much of his starnge history 
as he could remember. According to 
his story he had been confined all 
his life in a dark cell, penetrated only 
by a man whose shadow alone he 
could see and who came daily to wash 
him, dress him and bring him his 
sustenance, always bread and water. 
His only friend had been a wooden 
horse, and his jailer, although never 
speaking a word to him, had for some 
mysterious reason expended a years 
effort in silently teaching him to write 
the name “Kaspar Hauser.” 

Released. 

Finally, one night his keeper had 
entered his cell, blindfold bim, 
placed in his hand the letter later 
found upon his person, taken him to 
Nuremberg, and left him leaning 
against the city wall. That was all 
he knew of his strange history. 

Professor Daumer’s house soon De- 
came the mecca for thousands of per- 
sons who flocked there to see the 
mystery youth and hear his strange 
story. One day, within less than five 
months from the time when Kaspar 
was found leaning against the city 
wall, Professor Daumer was terrified 
to hear his interesting protege utter 
terrified cries fo help, and, rushing 
into the room he found Kaspar writh- 
ing upon the floor. Blood gushed from 
a wound in his forehead, and when 
revived the lad said that a man with 
a blackened face had stolen into the 
room, stabbed him and fled. 

Hunt for Assailant. 

The police scoured the country for 
the assailant, but without avail and 
it was now quite evident that the =

Upholsterer’s Helper Re« 
turned to Cell To Await 
Conclusion of Trial. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—P— 
Termed “insane” by two psychiatrists 
Jéhn Fiorenza returned to his cell 
tonight to await conclusion of the 
trial in which the state contends the 
24-year-old upholsterer’s helped at- 
tacked and kititd Nancy Evans ‘Iit- 
terton in her Beekman place apart- 
ment last month. 

Fiorenza heard Dr. James McUart- 
ney, a state psychiatrist, tell a general 
sessions jury e found Fiorenza to be 

“potentially psychotic” during an ex- 
amination three years before the slay- 
ing of the attractive fiction writer. 


As a result of four interviews be- 
tween April 26 and May 15, Dr. Al- 
bert Crane, a neurologist, said he 
found the defendant suffering from 
“dementia praecox.’ 

In a question which required 45 
minutes to complete, Henry Klauber, 
defense attorney, asked Dr. Crane 
“whether Fiorenza, assuming he was 
in the Titterton apartment, was la- 
boring under such a defective reason- 
ing as not to know the nature of the 
act he was doing or whether it, was 
wrong.” 

“Yes,” answered Dr. Crane. 

He added Fiorenza was “psychotic, 
synomymous with the medical term 
insane.” 

As the week-old trial neared an 
end, Klauber said he expected to call 
to the witness stand tomorrow Mrs. 
Josephine Vittorio, whom he describ- 
ed as a “very important figure in the 
case.”

With- 
out confiding the circumstances to 
Lord Stanhope, the young man pro- 
ceeded to the place appointed. Soon 
afterward he terrified his guardian by 
staggering into his apartment with 
blood dripping from a knife wound in 
his side. Gasping the words, “Palace 
—Uzen Monument—purse!” he fell 
to the floor, dead. Acting upon this 
clue, Lord Stanhope hastened to the 
Uzen monument in the palace grounds 
and there found a purse of violet-col- 
ored silk, containing a slip of paper on 
which had been scrawled: 

“Kaspar Hauser, born April 10, 
1812. Murdered December 14, 
Know by this that I come from the 
Bavarian frontier on the river. These 
are the initials of my name. M. L. B.” 

Assassin Never Found. 

A price of 5,000 florins was placed 
upon the head of Kaspar’s assassin 
by Lord Stanhope, and for years the 
police strove to solve the mystery. 
But their efforts were futile. 

Kaspar Hauser remains to this day, 
perhaps the most baffling enigma that 
ever vered the mind of man.
